—A New Orleans correspondent of the 
Charleston Cowrier attributes the de- 
struction of levees on the Mississippi to 
the depredations of the ‘“clayfish.”’

reconstruction bill in behalf of Arkansas, 
the governor thinking an adverse devis- 
ion would result unfavorably to the in- 
terests of the constitution. 

The 7icra/d's special says Mr. O'Con- 
nor expresses himeelf satisfied that an 
injunction will be issued to restrain the 
execution of the reconstruction meas- 
ures against parties embraced by the 
(ieorgia bill, and declares that the eourt 
cannot evade the question without dis- 
yrace. The southern states have the 
same constitutional status as before the 
war. To maintain that status, was the 
object of the war, as repeated and re- 
solved by congress itself. On the other 
hand, Mr. Cushing advances the opinion 
that the injunction cannot be issued 
against the secretary of war any more 
than the president—oficial acts of the 
secretary being the executive acts of the 
president.
